New York Amedicanization Courses 
Aimed at Overcoming Eu- 
ropean Prejudices, 

NEW YORK, Oct. 19 (AP).— 
One of the first things to be 
taught European refugees and im- 
migrants in special courses in

These ad- 
justments. are expected to insuye 
operation of the property for at 
least another year before a default 
is likely. Fewer than 100 of the 


apartments have been rented, 
r Silent on Details. 


Officials of the insurance com- 
pany, the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration, which insured the loan, 
and officers of Manhassett Village 
Corporation’ have refused to dis- 
cuss details of the new terms, 


Of the $26,000 payment due Sept. 
16, $18,000 represented quarterly in- 
terest at 4% per cent and $8000 a 
principal payment. The deed of 
trust securing the loan, executed 
March 16, 1938, and recorded at 
Clayton, required no principal pay- 
ments during the first 18 months, 
but interest was to be paid month- 
ly for 15 months, until last June 16. 
The payment due last month was 
for the three months since June 


16. 
Clause as to Prepayments. — 

In the light of the obvious in- 
ability of the promoters to make 
payments on the loan out of cur- 
rent income, due to the lack of 
tenants, special interest now at- 
taches to a clause in the deed pro- 
viding that “no default shall ex- 
ist by reason of non-payment of 
any required installment so long 
as the amount of optional addi- 
tional prepayments of principal al- 
ready made equals or exceeds the 
amount of such -required install- 
ments of principal.”

After 
what seemed an eternity the ship 
righted itself and swung to port 
beam and then, as succeeding heavy 
seas struck, she developed a heavy 
roll which lasted until early hours 
of morning when the hurricane 
abated. 
“Heavy seas continued through- 
out Thursday. There were serious 
injuries to persons in public rooms, 
starboard promenade deck, boat 
deck cabins, crew quarters and gal- 
ley. 

“Immediately following the big 

wave all the uninjured crew mem- 
bers raced to the aid of passengers. 
Additional safety lines were placed 
and smashed furniture lashed down, 
The injured were taken to places of 
safety and the uninjured ushered 
to cabins, 
“This work was carried on under 
the most difficult conditions, but 
without fuss or additional injuries.

“Between the Saar and the 
Hornbach-Bitche road we 
pushed the enemy’s rear guard 
across the French frontier in a 
short but bitter encounter. In 
other sectors of the Western 
front there was nothing but lo- 
cal artillery and patrol activity. 

“Contact with the enemy has 
been broken in sevéral places be- 
cause our troops did not cross 
the French frontier. The first 
phase of the war, provoked by 
French initiative, is now termin- 
ated and it is possible to give 
the following summary of 
events on the Western front 
since the beginning of the war: 

“With the beginning of opera- 
tions in Poland, our border for- 
tifications in the west also were 
occupied with strong forces. 
Sept. 9 the French opened hos- 
tilities and crossed the German 
border with advance troops at 
several places between Luxem- 
bourg and the Rhine west of 
Karlsruhe. From the very be- 
ginning, at no point on the 
West front has there been seri- 
ous fighting. 

Small Units Engaged. 

“The purely local fighting 
took place in a flat stretch near 
the French border in front of 
our west wall. With one single 
exception, on either side only 
small detachments, mostly weak- 
er than one company, partici- 
pated in these encounters, The 
following were occupied by the 
French during September: 

“First, several villages lying 
near the French border between 
the Luxembourg border and 
Saarlautern; second, ‘the 
Warndt’ woods, which extends 
into France southwest of Saar- 
bruecken; and, third, the like- 
wise protruding region south- 
eastward of Saarbruecken be- 
tween the Saar River and the 
Palatinate Forest. 

“Only in the two last named 
regions which were evacuated 
by us was the enemy able, with 
heavy losses, to penetrate into 
German soil to depths of be- 
tween three to five kilometers 
(about two to three miles). 

“There is no enemy in the en- 
tire other German region in 
front of the west wall. At no 
other point did French forces 
even come close to the west 
wall with the exception of the 
regions where the west wall, as 
was the case at Saarbruecken, 
runs along the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the border. 

“As with infantry actions, ar- 
tillery fire also was light. It

was limited, except for support 
of minor actions, to a mere 
nuisance fire against points in 
front of our fortifications. In 
one single case one bunker in 
the neighborhood of Saar- 
bruecken was shot at with 80 
shells of medium caliber with- 
out any success, ’ 

“Along the upper Rhine from 
Karisruhe to Basel, nearly 
peace-like quiet has reigned 
since the outbreak of the war. 
This minor gain of territory, 
which the French side has de- 
scribed as a big. success and ef- 
fective support of the Poles, has 
been voluntarily abandoned by 
the enemy between the Luxem- 
bourg border and Warndt Moun- 
tain as well as between the Saar 
River and the Palatinate For- 
est. 

“Thereupon, the enemy ener- 
getically pressed by our troops, 
retreated to and, beyond the 
French border. 

“War in the air.on the West- 
ern front hitherto did. not go 
beyond reconnoitering activity 
and use of pursuit planes and 
‘anti-aircraft on both sides. ‘ 

“Bombing raids did not occur. 


Because of effective German de-} 


fense by pursuit planes and anti- 
aircraft, 60 enemy planes, among 
which 12 were British, were 
brought down since the war's be- 
ginning on-the Western front. 
“Airplane losses of the enemy 
within Germany and in the vi- 
cinity of the German coast are 
not contained in these figures. 


German Losses Listed. 

“The total losses on the Ger- 
man side caused by enemy ac- 
tion on the Western front from 
the outbreax of war until Oct. 
17, inclusive, amount to 196 
killed, 356 wounded, 114 missing, 
as well as 11 airplanes. 


“Up till Oct. 18, 25 French of- 
ficers, 664 non-commissioned of- 
ficers and soldiers were taken 
prisoner. .

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Roosevelt Order Closing 
American Ports to Such

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (Ap). 
Secretary of State Hull said today 
that President Roosevelt hag 
barred submarines of belligerent 
nations from American ports be. 
cause warlike conditions appeareg 
to be on an increasing scale. 
Roosevelt, by putting into effect 
a provision of the neutrality igy 
prohibited such vessels from using 
ports or American territorial] Wa- 
ters except when unforeseen cir. 
cumstances, such as storm, formed 
them to shelter. 

Hull said he was giving attention 
to the related question of armed 
belligerent merchantmen, but he 
did not indicate what possible ac. 
tion might be taken. 

There has been no indication 
from Latin American nations that 
they were taking identical action, 
Hull said. The question was dis. 
cussed at the recent inter-American 
conference. That conference des 
cided to leave the matter up tg 
individual countries. 

Informed persons cited the re. 
cent agreement by the United States 
and 20 other American republics 
which said that belligerent armed 
merchant vessels should not be con. 
sidered as warships under certain 
conditions. 

President Roosevelt's proclama. 
tion said that only “force majeure* 
would permit an exception to the 
submarine prohibition. That phrase 
would apply to storms and unfore. 
seen damage. 

International law experts 
that it also would apply to a sub. 
marine fleeing from an enemy war 
ship. They said that situation also 
was a type of “force majeure” be.

‘Says One Writer Sensed Sympathy 


With Nazi Ideas “I could Not

Franklin D. Roosevelt, in her col- 
umn “My Day,” today said: “We 
were all interested in Mr, Walter

Col. Lindbergh’s speech a sympathy 
with Nazi ideals which I thought 


‘existed, but could not bring myself 


to believe was really there.” 

In his speech, Col. Lindbergh op- 
posed the lifting of the arms em- 
bargo in its entirety, asked for by 
President Roosevelt. 

At Boston Gene Tunny, ofrmer 
heavyweight boxing champion and

Connecticut Man Says He 
Had to Pay $10,000 to 
Get Back Letters: He 
Wrote Her. 


Testimony of a Connecticut busi- 
ness man that he paid $10,000 to 
recover six letters he had written 
to Mrs. Anastasia Curry, former 
New York night club hostess who 
has a $225,000 suit pending against 
Stafford L. Lambert, wealthy St. 
Louis sportsman, is contained in 
depositions filed today in Circuit 
Court at Clayton. 

Mrs. Curry, a divorcee now liv- 
ing in Los Angeles, is suing Lam- 
bert for alleged mistreatment in 
1937 in New York where she 
charges he gave her cigarettes and 
whisky containing “an intoxicating 
narcotic.” She alleges her right 
knee became permanently crippled 
as a result of the mistreatment. 

Harry B. Bissell of Manchester, 
Conn., who described himself as 
an executive of Colonial Towers, 
Inc., of New York and a Colonel 
in the Connecticut National Guard, 
testified in the depositions, taken 
last Aug. 2 in New York, that he 
wrote the letters to Mrs. Curry 
while on a European trip in 1929. 

Warned of Lawsuit. 

Several months later, Bissell tes- 
tified, a Hartford (Conn.) lawyer 
called him to his office and told 
him Mrs. Curry contemplated an 
action for $25,000 against him. 

Bissell testified he “was certain- 
ly very much overcome by the 
situation” and that finally he and 
the lawyer “mutually” agreed on 
the gum of $10,000 to be paid to 
Mrs. Curry over a period of time. 

An initial payment of $2500 cash 
to the lawyer for Mrs. Curry was 
made about November, 1930, Bis- 
sell testified. He said he then paid 
$1500 a year in cash to the lawyer 
until the entire sum was paid up 
about 1935 when the letters of Mrs. 
Curry were turned over to him by 
the attorney. Bissell testified he 
was married at the time, and is still 
married, and that he destroyed the 
jletters after recovering them. He 
said his wife knew of the letters 
when he got them back. 

Paymertt by Lambert. 

The depositions also revealed that 
Lambert, known among friends as 
“Casey,” paid Mrs, Curry $2700 in 
April, 1938, for a release on any 
claims she might have against him. 
The release was signed in Havana, 
Cuba, according to John G. McKay, 
attorney of Miami, Fla., who re- 
lated details of the settlement in 
his deposition. McKay acted for 
Lambert in effecting the settlement. 
Sam Bernard, an actor for 35

years, testified Mrs. Curry had 
‘worked in his bar and grill on 
'‘Forty-sixth street in New York as 
a hostess, Bernard declared Mrs. 
Curry frequented his bar, known as 
“Bottoms Up,” and received 50 per 
cent of the bills paid by customers 
she took into the place during eight 
months in 1937. 

Bernard told about a week-end 
party, lasting from ‘Friday until 
the following Wednesday, at his 
mother’s place near Tarrytown in 
Westchester County, New York. 
Mrs. Curry, he said, caught her 
heel while descending the steps 
Sunday morning and fell heavily on 
her knees, The doctor did not ar- 
rive to treat her until Monday, 
Bernard said. 

Albert M. Menzi and S. Mayner 
Wallace of St. Louis represented 
Lambert at the taking of the depo- 
sitions. Jerome F. Duggan, also 
a St. Louis lawyer, was present in 
behalf of Mrs. Curry. 

Mrs. Curry, 32 years old, was di- 
vorced a number of years’ ago in 
Hartford.. Lambert, also 32 years 
old, is a son of the late Marion J. 
L. Lambert, vice-president of the 
Lambert Pharmacal Co. He is an 
amateur aviator, hunter, and 
yachtsman.

Mrs. Free said 
besides the eight dogs killed by 
poison Saturday night in the Wels- 
berg subdivision, 25 had‘ been poi- 
soned there last spring and 31 in 
Bel-Nor six weeks ago. 

The reward for information lead- 
ing to the arrest and conviction of 
the dog poisoner was raised to $225 
at the meeting. Carsonville mer- 
chants had previously offered $50, 
the Humane Society of Missouri 
$100 and those at the meeting of- 
fered $75. 

Signs warning handbill distribu- 
ters to stay away have been posted 
in Welsberg Terrace and will be 
placed in other communities later, 
Mrs, Free said. To defray the cost, 
members of the dog-lovers’ organi- 
zation pay a 15-cent admission fee. 
Mrs. Free pointed out almost all 
residents in Welsberg drive have 
dogs for protection because they 
have no street lights. “It’s pretty 
bad if hoodlums tell you you can’t 
have a dog,” she declared. “I kept 
our Spitz in all last spring when 
poisoned wieners went around. 
Then Saturday night they scattered 
poisoned dog food. Our dog ate 
some and died. Other times it’s 
been poisoned pork sausage and raw 
hamburger.

“If this were done by all those 
who are civic minded,” he asserted, 
“it would be possible to reach an 
early solution of this problem. The 
only positive action that I am 
aware of is the action, which the 
city officials have taken.” ; 

Tucker's statement was a re- 
sponse to letters criticising smoke 
conditions sent earlier in the week 
to Tucker, Mayor Dickmann and 
the Aldermen by Mrs. Jones as 
chairman of hef board’s Clean Air 
Committee. Tucker declared that 
Mrs. Jones’ prestige “could be used 
to greater advantage” and sugzgest- 
ed that “instead of wishful think- 
ing more positive action be taken.” 

An assertion that the way to 
solve the smoke problem was 
known was made by Tucker. He 
did not disclose it, but said, “This 
solution will never be had as long 
as a negative attitude is assumed 
by individual citizens.” As an il- 
lustration of this attitude he cited 
recent suits by real estate owners, 
which, he said, were intended to 
emasculate the smoke abatement 
ordinance and break down its en- 
forcement. If these suits, opposing 
the sealing of boilers emitting ex- 
cessive smoke, are successful, they 
will defeat the desired results of 
abatement, he declared. 

The abatement program of his 

department, the commissioner con- 
tinued,.was suggested by a nation- 
ally known consultant who was 
recommended by the United States 
Bureau of Mines and the smoke 
ordinance was indorsed by the lo- 
cal branch of the American  S5So- 
ciety of Mechanical Enginners. De- 
claring that a charge by Mrs. 
Jones that no steps were being 
taken to clarify the air must have 
been based on misinformation, he 
referred to court records and ¢he 
records of more than 10,000 cases 
of excessive smoke handled in his 
office. 
Work and results of his depart- 
ment will be outlined before the 
City Government Institute of the 
League of Women Voters next 
week, said Tucker.

Telegrams of congrat- 
ulation from other cities were read 
and members of the parish pre- 
sented to. Mgr. Spencer a-purse, the 
amount of which was not an- 
nounced. 

Dr. O’Malley pointed out that 
elevation to the papal court “was 
a great honor under any Pope, but 
a particularly significant one un- 
der Pius XII.” The new ‘Pope's 
talents and efforts in behalf of 
peace, Dr. O'Malley said, marked 
him as one of the greatest of all 
holders of the papal throne. 
Reviewing occasions in history 
when barbarism threatening to 
overthrow Western civilization was 
resisted by the -Vatican, Dr. O’Mal- 
ley said that “today another Asi- 
atic despotism threatens the West- 
ern world, and only one clear voice 
rings out—that of Pope Pius 
XII.” In a time when many per- 
sons are pessimistic about the fu- 
ture of civilization, he declared, 
“only the voice of Pope Pius 
speaks out with a clear answer to 
this false belief and with a def- 
inite program.” 

Mayor Dickmann termed Mgr. 
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Spencer “one of our greatest citi- 
zens;” and James A. McKeown, the 
toastmaster, praised him as a pas- 
tor who had brought a great human 
understanding to his religious of- 
fice—as one who was “not of that 
age which thought it necessary to 
kneel on a hard bench to be devo- 
tional.”

Explosion Depth Regulated. 

Here, however, the _ similarity 
stops. Lengthwise down the center 
is a cylindrical chamber about five 
inches in diameter containing. the 
detonating mechanism. At one end 
jis a dial arrangement for setting 
‘the depth, ranging from 50 to 200, 
feet, at which the water pressure 
| will set off the charge. 
| As the depth charge leaves the 
‘surface vessel, water enters the de- 
itonating chamber through small 
holes at each end. As the charge 
sinks the pressure increases until 
sufficient to force a copper dia- 
phragm against a sort of trigger, 
which discharges a fulminate of 
mercury cap. This explodes a quan- 
tity of guncotton farther down 
in the chamber, which in turn sets 
off several hundreds pounds of 
TNT packed around the chamber 
inside the steel drum. 

In combat the charges are _ pro- 
pelled into the water from destroy- 
ers and other vessels all around the 
point where a submarine is believea 
to be. Explosion of the charge, by 
tremendously increasing water pres- 
sure around it, will damage or de- 
stroy a submarine within a radius 
of 40 yards or more. 

The depth charge made by Wag- 
ner was designed by the United 
States Navy as an improvement 
over the British type used earlier 
in the war, 
not by water pressure but by the 
mere filling of a space inside the 
detonating chamber with water. 
The depth at which the charge 
was to explode was fixed only by 
regulating the size of the holes 
‘through which water entered. A‘ 
Wagner official recalled a World 
War incident in which a carrier 
vessel was destroyed by the acci- 
dental filling of the detonating 
‘chamber of a depth charge while 
it was still on shipboard. 

Former President’s Comment. 
W. A. Layman, then president of 
‘Wagner Electric, in an interview 
with a “ost-Dispatch reporter in 
January, 1919, described his com- 
pany’s achievement in these words: 

“On June 16, 1917, we were fur- 
nished blueprint drawings for 
depth charges, and two weeks later 
we shipped experimental models to 
an Eastern naval station where 
tests showed them to function prop- 
erly.

Agricultural Economics Bureau Forecasts Re- 
cession Next Year Because of Lower 
: Consumer Income. 


‘The Bureau ‘of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics’ predicted. today, that Amer- 
ican industrial production, spurred 
by the war and a’ sharp increase 
in domestic orders, might attain a 
rate late this year equal to that 
of the peak of 1929. Coupled with 
this prediction, however, was a 
statement that:a recession might 
follow some time during the first 
half. of 1940. 

In its monthly economic analysis, 
the Bureau said that the present 
sharp upswing in industrial pro- 
duction was no doubt: resulting in 
an accumulation of inventories in 
many lines. An expected failure of 
consumer incomes to keep pace 
with the rate of production would 
contribute, it said, in slowing down 
of the industrial machine possibly 
in the spring. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP).— 


Asserting that there had been a 
decided improvement in business, 
the Bureau said: 

“Additional increases in indus- 
trial production are expected dur- 
ing the remainder of 1939 as the 
large orders now on hand for such 
products as steel, railwgy equip- 
ment and textiles are filled, and 
automobile dealers stock up on 1940 
models. A rate of industrial out- 
put approximating the June, 192y, 
peak may be attained before the 
year ends, but consumer incomes 
wil] still be about 10 per cent !ess, 
due partly to a lower price level.” 
Emphasizing that much of pres- 
ent production was going into uc- 
cumulation of inventories, the Bu- 
reau said that eventually a closer 
balance between production and 
consumption would have to be re- 
established, | 


LONDON PAPER CRITICISES 
GOVERNMENT; 1130 KILLED 
IN MONTH IN: BLACKOUTS 


LONDON, Oct. 19 (AP). 

HE London Evening. News, 
Tin which Lord Rothermere’s 

family has a large interest, 
published an editorial today 
sharply criticising the Govern- 
ment in connection with the 
loss of 1130 lives during the 
first month of Britain’s war-time 
blackout. 

“In the first month of the 
blackout, 1130 men, women and 
children met their deaths on 
the roads of Great Britain— 
twice as many as in September 
last year; and the darkness 
killed an uncounted number of 
others,” the editorial said. 

“That toll, if it continues for 
a year, will be heavier than 
Hitler’s figure for the. deaths 
in the German army during the 
whole Polish campaign. 

“Such a tragic list of casual- 
ties spread from end to end of 
the kingdom and bringing sor- 
row to every kind of home will 
force people to new doubts 
about the mental and physical 
darkness in which they are 
waging a war for freedom.” 

The article also criticiséd what 
it termed “imposed gloom” and 
“graveyard voices” over the 
radio, 


after a series of contradictory re- 
ports, that residents of Southwest- 
ern Finland were voluntarily leav- 
ing @ large area near the Russian 
border. 

Several thousands were reported 
to have gone to the district of 
Heinola, 50 miles north of Helsinki, 
and other thousands to the Province 
of Savo. 

Although those from the south- 
east and from Viipuri and Helsinki 
were encouraged by the Government 
to stay away from.their homes, 
officials said they saw no obstacle 
to continued residence on isiands in 
the Gulf of Finland. 

In Viipuri, Lieutenant-General 
Harald Oehquist, commander of 
Finland’s eastern military forces, 
said the Finns were taking ad- 
‘antage of every minute to strength- 
en their defenses, although hoping 
peace would continue. 

Troops have been augmented, he 
said, on the Karelian Isthmus, the 
half-Russian, half-Finnish strip be- 
tween the Gulf of Finland and 
Lake Ladoga. Connecting with 
Leningrad, it would be a natural 
route for any southeastern attack 
on Finland.

After telling how he entered the 
base and made the attack, Prien 
added, “through my strong binoc- 
ulars I saw the effect of my tor- 
pedoes after I already had turned 
the boat, heading out of the bay.” 
Submarine experts said Prien’s 
statement that he saw the explo- 
sions through his binoculars left 
but one interpretation—that the 
commander must have been on the 
conning tower, in other words, that 
his submarine was on the surface. 
Had the boat been submerged, 
they said, he would have been able 
to see only through the periscope. 

How He Avoided Mines. 
Also, the commander’s statement 
that he believed a motorist saw 
the submarine entering Scapa Flow 
was taken by the experts as fur- 
ther support of their view. 

They said it was only by enter- 
ing on the surface that it was 
possible for Prien’s medium-sized 
submarine to avoid British mines 
defending the naval base.

Fritz Kuhn returned to the witness 
stand before the Dies Committee 
today and submitted a list which he 
said gave the names of all German- 
American Bund units: in the United 
States and their leaders. 

He took the stand after protest- 
ing that he should be in New York 
preparing his defense against 
charges of embezzlement of funds 
from his organization.

The names of Bund leaders was 
one of the principal items of infor- 
mation the committee had sought 
from Kuhn, Likewise it bas asked 
Communist party officials for the 
identity of their smaller group 
leaders.

List Not Complete. 

Representative Starnes, in ques- 
tioning Kuhn about the list, said 
he noticed that whereas Kuhn tes- 
tified in August that the Bund nad 
units in all but one State, today's 
list showed such units existed in 
only 19 states.

Bund had only a few members were 
not shown, One of his lawyers said 
ithe Bund constitution requires 20 
members for each unit. 
“Is there any significance that 
most of the Bund’s 71 units are in 
the New York, New England and | 
|Pennsylvania area where 90 per cent 
of this country’s munitions indus- 
try is located?” asked Starnes. “Of 
course not,” said Kuhn. “There is 
no significance to that. Population 
is bigger in the East.” 

“There is no significance in the 
fact that most of your posts are lo- 
cated near navy yards, aircraft fac- 
tories or other industries?” pressed 
Starnes. “I don’t know anything 
about industries,” Kuhn retorted. 

To Keep on Organizing. 

Representative .Thomas (Rep.) 
New Jersey, asked whether the 
Bund intended to continue its cr- 
ganizing on the same scale as Kuhn 
described in August. 

“Yes,” replied Kuhn. “I would 
say on a better, larger scale.” 

In response to other questions, 
he testified he had attended two 
meetings of the Christian Mobiliz- 
ers in New York. The Bund, he 
said, Was on “very friendly” terms 
with that organization and was “in

gram of the Mobilizers. 

Starnes precipitated an outburst 
when he asked whether the Bund 
was still fighting the Communists. 

“Mr. Starnes, I’m surprised at 
you,” Kuhn replied. “You a Con- 
gressman and don’t know any bet- 
ter than that.” 

Starnes asked whether the Bund 
approved the Russian-German pact. 
Kuhn replied. affirmatively but 
when Starnes asked on what 
grounds, the Bund leader began 
excitedly to wave his arms shout- 
ing that it would take him 25 min- 
utes to explain that. 

After some confusion Kuhn be- 
gan an explanation of Germany's 
economic problems. 

The Russian-German Pact. 

Gesturing frequently, his forehead 
glistening with perspiration, Kuhn 
declaimed that Germany was 4&4 
small‘country with a large popula- 
tion and no raw materials. The 
country needed food, he said, and 
Ihnad “begged Britain for years” to 
remedy this situation, but Britain 
had turned the Germans down. 

“Then they came to the United 
States and asked why you have a 
boycott,” Kuhn said. Thereafter, 
he said, it seemed logical to him to 
get needed raw material from Rus- 
ia. 
: “That doesn’t mean that I have 
to take my former -enemy’s ideol- 
ogy,” he asserted. 

An uproar broke out when 
Starnes asked Kuhn whether he be- 
lieved in the partition of Poland. 
The witness and two lawyers with 
him both started talking at once, 
protesting against questions con- 
cerning political ideologies. Dies, 
gaveling the room to quiet again, 
ordered a recess.

BUDAPEST, Oct. 19 (AP). — A’ 
eonference of the neutral nations 
ef Southeastern Europe similar to_ 
the Stockholm conference of North- 
ern neutrals was suggested today 
by newspapers in several Balkan 
countries.

Bulgarian Cabinet Resigns: New 
One May Be Pro-Russian. 

SOFIA, Oct. 19 (AP).—Premier 
George Kiosseivanov and ‘his Cab- 
inet, who had pursued a mildly 
pro-German policy, resigned today 
as Bulgaria swung toward closer 
co-operation with Soviet Russia. 

It was considered probable Ste- 
fan Mihalov, a Deputy regarded as 
friendly to Moscow, would be des- 
ignated by King Boris Ill to form 
a new cabinet. : 

Kiosseivanov, a close friend of 
the King, had been Premier and 
Foreign Minister since his Cabinet 
was reconstructed Nov. 14, 1938. 

Under his guidance Bulgaria has 
won the right to rearm, denied by | 
World War treaties, and has signed | 
friendship treaties with Yugo- 
slavia and Turkey. 

Partition of Poland and Russia's 
emergence to new dominance in | 
Southeastern Europe have changed | 
the Balkan picture, however. 

Kiosseivanov presented the resig- 
mations of the Ministers collec- 
tively. 

The resignation opens the way for 
formation of a Government with a 
more definite policy in the face 
of the present tense situation 'n 
Southeastern Europe. 

The Cabinet crisis came as Bul- 
garian troops stood guard along the 
frontiers with Turkey and Ru- 
mania, both of which have received 
pledges of military aid from the 
British-French bloc. 

It was indicated that new troops 
might be called to the colors, giving 
Bulgaria nearly 500,000 men ge 


arms. 


Rumanian Trade Mission Leaves to 
Negotiate With Turkey. 

BUCHAREST, Oct. 19 (AP).—A 
Rumanian foreign trade mission | 
left for Ankara today to negotiate | 
a trade pact With Turkey. The 
mission expected to continue on 
to Cairo to arrange a pact with 
Egypt. 

The breakdown of Turkish-Soviet 
negotiations left Rumania in sus- 
pense and anxiety with undimin- 
ished fears that Soviet Russia 
might attempt to regain Bessarabia 
which Rumania gained after the 
World War. 

Some diplomatic observers said | 
the lack of definite results at Mos- 
cow was a strong indication of 


powerful German influence with) 
the Soviets. This view was predi- | 


cated on the assumption that Ger-¥# 
many exerted pressure to bring | 


new Soyiet demands on Turkey, 
forcing the stalemate. 

There was no word concerning 
Rumanian Foreign Minister Gri- 
gore Gafencu’s previously an- 
mounced plan for conferring with 
Foreign Minister Sukru Saracoglu 
of Turkey on his way back from 
Moscow. Nor was there confirma- 


tion..of reports Gafencu might go 
to Moscow or Sofia for discussions 
involving Rumanian - interests in 
Bessarabia, the Black Sea and the 
mouth of the Danube. 

These three geographical objec- 
tives, along with the. Dardanelles,

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OIL MEN REOPEN 


NEGOTIATIONS ON 
MEXICAN DISPUTE 


Hurley Confers With. Am- 
bassador Who Says War 
Has Increased Desire for 
Settlement. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP).— 
Oil company representatives re- 
opened negotiations with Mexico on 
the oil expropriation dispute yes- 
terday, with prospects for a settle- 
ment enhanced by war conditions 
in Europe. 

Patrick J. Hurley, Sinclair Oil 
Co. attorney, conferred with Mexi- 
can Ambassador Francisco Castillo 
Najera, who said Mexico’s desire 
for settlement had been increased 
by the war. Mexico’s German mar- 
kets have been cut.off while Great 
Britain awaits a settlement which 
would give it new access to Mex- 
ico’s oil for the British fleet. 

Great Britain severed diplomatic 
relations with Mexico when Brit- 
ish properties were included in the 


Mexican expropriation in March, 
1938. 

Hurley said he and the Ambassa- 
dor had agreed to hold further con- 
versations on resumption of the ne- 
gotiations which the Standard Oil 
Co. broke off several weeks ago. 
Hurley has been in frequent con- 
tact with the State Department 
since the negotiations were sus- 
pended. 

His conferences with Castillo Na- 
jera were expected to result in 
resimption of parallel action by 
the Sinclair, Standard and other 
oil companies, whose properties 
were taken over by Mexico. 

The new negotiations were re- 
ported to be based on the original 
elastic formula for a settlement 
porposed by the oil companies 
which the Mexican Government 
was understood to have accept-" 
ed in principle. 

Obstacles to a settlement arose 
over differences regarding detailed 
drafting of the contract providing 
for joint operation by the com- 
panies and the Mexican Govern- 
ment of the oil properties on a 
long-term basis.

Anderson Attacks Cash-and-Carry 
But Doesn’t: Say How He'll Vote 


Congressman, in Speech Before Coughlin Fol- 
lowers Here, Criticises Arguments of Those 
Favoring Arms Embargo Repeal. 


Congressman C. Arthur Anderson 
spoke against war and for neutral- 
ity last night at a peace rally spon- 
sored by Missouri Friends of Social 


Justice, an organization supporting 
the views of the Rev. Charles E. 
Coughlin, at Swiss Hall, 2724 Ar- 
senal street. He failed to say, how- 
ever, how he would vote on the 
arms embargo question before Con- 
gress. 

A responsive audience of 200 per- 
sons cheered as he condemned “war- 
mongers” and foreign entangle- 
ments, and criticised arguments 
given by members of Congress in 
support of repeal of the embargo. 
He assured the gathering that he 
would never vote for anything that 
he thought would “send our boys 
to fight on foreign soil.” 

He pointed out that he had voted 
against the bill last summer when 
it was pending before the House 
and that He had opposed also at 
that time the cash-and-carry pro- 
posal. He attacked that policy as 
one which would lead the United 
States into the European war. 

“Let me tell you what the cash- 
and-carry plan will mean: if adopt- 
ed,” Anderson told the audience. 
“Jt will mean the first month we 
will have cash-and-carry, the second 
month it. will be just carry, the 
third month it will be no cash and 
we carry, and the fourth month we 
will be in the war.” __ 

Not Fighting President, He Says, 

The speaker, who has opposed 
President Roosevelt in a number of 
important questions before Con- 
gress, asserted that he thought 
Roosevelt was sincere in wanting 
to replace the arms embargo with 
the cash-and-carry plan, and he 
hastened to add that if he didn’t 
agree with the President it did. not 
mean he was fighting him. 

“I’m fighting the war-mongers— 
that class which gets rich on the 
blood of American boys,” he said, 
“If the repealists could sée vet- 


‘lerans from the last war in our 


hospitals, those who are blind, 
crippled and maimed, they might 


ichange their attitude on the ques- 
tion. 

“What if I should vote for re- 
peal of the embargo, would you 


the river?” he asked.

The arrest of David Rowe with 
Isadore Londe, notorious St. Louis 
criminal, following a street holdup 
in Santa Monica, Cal., last Tuesday 
recalls the criminal career of Rowe, 
known to police as the worst half 
of a team of brothers known as the 
“Heavenly Twins.” 


Rowe, ex-convict and hoodlum of 
the pre-prohibition era, was one of 
the twins, and his brother, Thomas, 
was the other. Their names have 
appeared seldom on the police blot- 
ter in the past 15 years but before 
that they were in the holdover, 
penitentiary, or being sought. for 
some law violation with astonish- 
ing frequency. Along about 1922, 
David Rowe, who is now about 55 
years old, drifted out to Califor- 
nia where he later became con- 
nected with operation of a gam- 
bling boat off the California coast. 

Dave Rowe was arrested 33 times 
prior te 1922 while his brother, 
Tom, who is still around St. Louis 
but causing the police no trouble

Dr. Paul’ Zentay Makes: Sug- 
gestion at Gonference of Par- ’ 
ent Education Council. 


The distressing effects on con- 
temporary society of the habit of 
business and professional men of 
giving lip service to social deals, 
were described last evening at a 
round table discussion on “Contra- 
dictions in American Life” at the 
Adult Study Center, Lake and Wa- 
terman avenues. 

The discussion concluded the 
sixth annual conference of the St. 
Louis Council’ for Parent Educa- 
tion. Rabbi. Ferdinand Isserman 
was chairman and speakers were 
representatives of business and the 
professions. 

Dr. Paul Zentay, St. Louis physi- 
cian, said one of the contradictions 
in medicine is the wide gulf be- 
tween application and attainments. 
Medical practice, he said, is 25 
years behind laboratory develop- 
ments, 

But the most glaring contradic- 
tion, Dr. Zentay continued, is the 
attitude of physicians. Whenever 
an effort is made by the Govern- 
ment to improve public health, 
there is an. immediate outcry 
against “state medicine,” he said. 
The contradiction here, he said, 
arises from the fact that the phy- 
sician derives his income from the 
iliness of his patients—he must 
keep people well, yet he must sup- 
port his family. 

This contradiction could be elim- 
inated by popular adoption of pre- 
payment plans, under which pa- 
tients would pay regularly to be 
kept in’ good health, Dr. Zentay 
said. 

Kenneth Teasdale, St. Louis at- 
torney, said the principal incon- 


sistency in his profession is that 


court procedure lags a century be- 
hind public thinking. The reason, 
he asserted, is that “the old fellows 
don’t want to lose the advantage 
they have over youngsters.” 

The greatest obstacle to efforts 
toward simplification of court pro- 
cedure in criminal cases, Teasdale 
said sarcastically, has been the “‘he- 
lief of some lawyers that it is un- 
fair to give a criminal a fair trial.” 

Clifford Shaw, director of the Chi- 
cago Institute of Juvenile Research, 
cited the presence of slums in large 
cities as evidence of “our failure 
to practice the democracy we 
preach.” There can be no true de- 
mocracy,” he said, “as long as we 
allow children to grow up in these 
slums. If we are to be really demo- 
cratic, we must recognize that these 
poor people are just as deserving of 
decent housing as ourselves.” 

‘In concluding the discussion, 
Rabbi Isserman cited an example 
of the failure of some business men 
to practice what they preach. At 
a gathering in a small town, he 
said, he asked the men of they be- 
lieved in free speech. They replied 
they did, but when asked what 
they would do if a union organizer 
tried to hold meetings in their town, 
the collective answer was: “We 
would run him out of town.”

Both Sides Prepared to Loose 
Big Bombing Fleets When 
Real War Starts. 


By DEVON FRANCIS

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—The mag-

fensives if war came indicates that 
the Nazi raids on and near the 
Scottish coast have been little more 
than reconnaissance flights. 
Germany, like France and En- 
gland, has thousands of bombing 
planes to loose in waves on an ob- 
jective if the high command 60 
desires. . 

One military expert said today 
that if the air war ever begins on 
a violent pattern, a minimum of 
150 planes will be dispatched on a 
bombing mission. 

Whether the scouting flights 
across the North Sea are harbin- 
gers of a large-scale air attack to 
come, bringing German air power 
to close grips with British sea pow: 
er, is one of the European con- 
flict’s biggest, questions in light of 
Adolf Hitler’s threat to start war 
“in earnest.” 

Information contained in cen- 
sored dispatches is scant, but 
enough sifts through to show that 
both sides up to now have tried 
nothing more than touch-and-go 
sir bombing. Fewer than 20 planes 
have been sent on bombing missions 
by either Germany or the French- 
British coalition. 

Both sides can bomb effectively 
from high altitude with bomb sights 
which have been vastly improved 
since the 1914-18 war. Moreover, 
even under conditions of blinding 
fog, bombing planes can drop their 
projectiles on an objective by a 
system of direction finding known 
as radio triangulation. Yet Ger- 
man flyers skimmed low over the 
Firth of Forth and Scapa Flow to 
drop their bombs. They made ex- 
tended flights in which they 
dropped no bombs at all. 

The nibbling tactics of the oppos- 
ing air forces can be likened to 
local offensives by ground troops 
to test an enemys strength at a 
given point. Reciprocal air attacks 
on opposing sea forces have been 
mere pocket editions of a major 
conflict which may develop to end 
the airplane vs. batleship argu- 
ment, 

Scouting flights almost at will, 
with the occasional dropping of 
bombs, are inevitable, because no 
belligerent or combination of them 
can establish “control” of the air. 
Some planes have been shot down, 
but invading aircraft have reached 
their objectives. Up to now, how- 
ever, the raids have contributed lit- 
tle toward a determination of where 
air superiority will rest in this war.

Ghosts as Company. 


No one out of 1918 may traverse 
this highway without the company 
of thousands upon thousands of 
ghosts.

HOPKINS ADVISES BUSINESS 
NOT TO COUNT ON WAR BOOM 


Secretary Says Dealers Should Not 
Stock Up in Anticipation 
of It. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP),.— 
Secretary of Commerce Hopkins 
warned business men today not to 
count too heavily on European war 
orders. 

“Duration of the war itself is too 

uncertain to permit inclusion in 
current business plans of an as- 
sured increase in foreign buying,” 
he said in a statement. 
Specifically, he said business men 
should not stocl up on goods in 
anticipation of war orders because 
“to the extent that inventory ac- 
cumulations are speculative, they 
are a constant threat to prices and 
production.”

Admiralty’s Conservatism. 


The intrenched conservatism of 
official doctrine at the Admiralty 
has, of course, its admirable fea- 
tures, but is little adaptable to 
revolutionary changes, and prone 
to over-confidence in established 
methods. The Admiralty appears, 
on the record, so far to have com- 
pletely failed to realize the 
changed conditions of sea warfare 
in narrow waters such as those 
of the North Sea within easy op- 
erating radius of enemy shore- 
based aircraft and of enemy sub- 
marines of highly improved qual 
ities over those of 1914. The pres 
ence of large naval units in suc 
waters without adequate protec- 
tion, and especially. without the 
protection of counter-offensive op- 
erations against the bases from 
which the danger proceeds—in- 
deed, under conditions which so 
far have almost completely aban- 
doned the initiative to the Ger- 
mans—is not a reassuring com- 
mentary to Britain’s allies as to 
the competence of the high com- 
mand of the British Navy to deal 
with the new conditions of sea 
warfare. 

It would be, indeed, unfortunate 
for Britain if further losses should 
reduce not only the fighting 
strength of her fleet, but the 
prestige of British sea power in 
the minds of both Allies and neu- 
trals. It is British sea power more 
than anything else which holds 
Italy in check and which assures 
Turkey of firm support in her re- 
fusal to be overawed by Moscow. 
It is British sea power which is 
Britain's main military contribu- 
tion to the alliance with France. It

There are a number of different 
cuts of beef which make good pot- 
roasts. Any chunky cut of meat

PLANS MADE TO ADD 
148,000 MEN TO ARMY 


War Department Also Wants 
Funds to Provide Weapons 
for Still Larger Force. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP). — 
The War Department has made de- 
tailed plans, authoritative sources 
reported today, for an increase of 
148,000 men in the nation’s land 
forces. Under recommendations 
submitted to President Roosevelt, 
Congress would be asked at the 
January session for funds for a 
regular army of 280,000 and a Na- 
tional Guard of 320,000. It would be 
asked to provide weapons and sup- 
plies for still larger forces. 

The reinforced regulars and 
guardsmen would represent a com- 
bined force of 600,000, which Roose- 
velt has said was not far from ad 
ministration intentions. 

From House Appropriations Com- 
mittee members have come predic- 
tions that from $850,000,000 to $1,- 
250,000,000 would be sought for the 
army, aside from deficiency 
propriations to pay the cost of in- 


ap-! 


creases ordered by Roosevelt in pro- 
claiming a limited national emerg- 


ency. 
The actual sums have not been 
determined. Official circles under- 


stood that the requests would be 
limited by the capacity of the army 
and National Guard to absorb and 
train recruitg and by industry’s 
ability to turn out stores of muni- 
tions besides those already con- 
tracted for. 

By intensive recruiting campaigns 
the regular army already .is being 
increased by 17,000 to a nev” record 
peacetime total of 227,000. The 
National Guard is being expanded 
by 45,000 to a new strength of 235,- 
000. 

Chairman Bland (Dem.), Virginia, 
of the House Merchant Marine 
Committee predicted that funds 
also would be appropriated early 
next year for an additional set of 
Panama Canal locks designed to 
make it doubly difficult for any 
enemy to close the canal, 

He disclosed that preparations 
for the $277,000,000 project were go- 
ing forward. The construction was 
authorized by Congress last session, 
but no money was re for 
it. 
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BRITISH TROOPS 
IN FRANCE WAIT 
IN VAIN FOR ACTION

party who have been pining for ac- 
tion will pine no more. 

Today we visited the British 
front at the point where it joins 
the French. Some of _ Britain's 
smartest troops, including no Jess 
than a cousin of the King, were at 


iwork in the clay, digging commu- 


nications trenches, the King’s cou- 
sin with his sleeves rolled up and 
his face smeared with the soil of 
dear old France. Even a Brigadier- 
General who came up for a snap 
inspection of the pillbox we were 
visiting had perspiration dripping 
from his mustache. Within a few 
yards of the trenches French peas- 
ants worked at their crops as 
though nothing on earth unusual 
was going on. 


French Calm, Nonchalant. 


The attitude of the French is 
one of almost miraculous calm, 
coupled with a nonchalance border- 
ing on utter boredom. Townspeo- 
ple and -peasants take no notice at 
all of the military activity going 
on around them and apparently 
neither do the soldiers. We have 
not seen two Poilus dressed alike 
or marching in step with one an- 
other. When a French or British 
officer approaches their right arms 
are either busy with cigarettes 
which have usually gone out or are 
crossed behind their backs. But 
when Lord Gort, Commander-in- 
Chief of the British Army, entered 
a roomful of French privates and 
noncoms the other day, they did 
not even stand up to greet him. 
They would prebably do just as 
littl for Commander-in-Chief Gen. 
Maurice Gustave Gamelin. We 
have been riding with a distin- 
guished British officer for the last 
five days and he has not been 
saluted once by French privates. 
That is one of the strange things 
about a war which will probably 
go down in history as the strang- 
est, if not the most terrible, of 
them all. 

The strange adventures enjoyed 
by the R. A. F. over Germany — 
which Field Marshal. Hermann 
Goering used to say would never 
be penetrated by enemy aircraft— 
substantiate the general impres- 
sion. For most of the pilots, who 
have flown over the Reich, testify 
that they have either not seen any 
Germans or that the Germans they 
have seen have caused them no 
more than a few sideway glances. 


Today we made the rounds of 
several R. A. F. units stationed in 
France and saw a large number of 
officers and men who had pene- 
trated the barrier of anti-aircraft 
guns on Germany’s Western fron- 
tier. It was like interviewing men 
who had flown from San Francisco 
to Chicago. Just to prove it here 
are the stories told by several of 
them: 

Seret. X. had served in the R. A. 
F. since 1925 and during a term 
in India had had the job of drop- 
ping propaganda leaflets on the 
citizens of Waziristan. “We have 
made two flights over Germany, 
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one in daylight and one at night,” 
he recounted. “On my first day- 
light flight we started in clear 
| weather but ran into fog over Ger- 
‘many. We got a lot of German 
anti- aircraft fire so we went 
|up higher. The Germans kept our 
renee but apparently could not hit 
(us at that height. We flew 300 
| miles into Germany—it was as easy 
(as knocking apples off a tree. 
“We made our night flight in

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP).— 


a Retail Petroleum Association ex- 
ecutive from answering several 
questions yesterday after he had 
refused to do so on the advice of 
his counsel that replies might tend 
to incriminate him under the anti- 
trust laws. 

Wilmer R. Schuh of Milwaukee, 
Wis., chairman of the board of the 
National Association of Petroleum 
Retailers, claimed constitutional im- 
munity when the committee sought 
to question him about a bulletin 
signed by the association's Ways 
and Means Committee. 

The bulletin was headed “Raising 
the Price Do’s and Don’ts.” It con- 
tained suggestions for retail petro- 
leum dealers such as: “Don’t at- 
tempt a price raise until you have 


a sufficient following among the 
retailers to insure it being general.” 

Schuh earlier denied testimony by 
L. A. Harley, secretary of the Pet- 
roleum Retailers’ Association of 
Kansas City, Mo., and A. W. Hew- 
ett, president of the Kansas City 
group, that he had threatened their 
association with “destruction” if 
it did not meet certain conditions, 
including a cessation of offers to 
appear before the omer Com- 
mittee. 

Schuh testified that he had not 
helped prepare the “do and don’t” 
bulletin, did not see it before it 
was published and did not know 
whether it was ever sent to any- 

one, 

Interrupting the proceedings to 
announce that he was advising his 
client to answer no more questions 
about the bulletin, Carroll Beedy, 
attorney for Schuh, said there was 
“srave doubt in my mind as to the 
legality of certain phrases in this 
document.”

Self Help Is 
Best Help for 
Fearful Child 


“Take Attitude There Is 
Nothing to Worry About 
in Dark.” 

By Angelo Patri 


OBODY knows what frightens 
N a child in the dark. Children 

who have been perfectly free 
from fear suddenly waken one night 
and show every evidence of fright. 
They tremble and cry and insist 
upon getting into bed with father 
and mother. One said he saw a 
bear looking in at his window; one 
said an Indian jumped on his bed; 
a little girl said she saw fiery eyes 
peeking out from under the: bed. 
Search, however thorough, dis- 
closed no reason for the fear, The 
children were frightened to the 
point of hysteria, but they could 
not tell what frightened them, 
really. Their parents are eager 
to comfort them, rid them of the 
fear, but they can find nothing 
that seems to cure it. 

First examine the diet of the 
frightened child. Indigestion, in 
any form, is likely to lower the 
vitality of the child and bring on 
such fears in the night. The fam- 
ily doctor will advise about this, 

Review the last hour before 
bedtime. Were there any exciting 
tales. A radio terror program? A 
movie in the afternoon that was 
filled with shooting? Any conver- 
sation about frightening things? 
The hour before bedtime should 
be pitched to the bedtime tone— 
quiet, cheerful, gentle. Sleep 
comes on quiet feet, but it takes 
wings before a gale of noise. 

Con the list of playmates. Is 
there a bully among them? Any- 
one doing frightening stunts with 
a pistol, airgun, knife or sword? 
Anyone talking big and strutting 
wildly? These associaations seem 


mares and frighten sensitive chil- 
dren out of their wits. 

Check up the daily experiences 
of the child. Is anybody in the 
family threatening or punishing 
him? Anybody who disciplines 
him by fear? Any visiting rela- 
tive who dislikes him and makes 
his life miserable under cover? 
That has happened. Anybody tell- 
ing him that the policeman, or the 
ragman, or the old witch will get 
him? Such things happen, and the 
child does not tell. . 

Sometimes it is impossible to 
find the cause of the fear. Do all 
possible to build up the child's 
health. Encourage him to be 
happy. Praise him for any signs 
of self-control and courage. When 
he has these attacks of fear in the 
night, turn on the light and soothe 
him. Don't take him out of his 
own bed if it is at all possible to 
keep him there. Once he leaves 
his bed he will want to do that 
always, and that does not help

Of Two Slam 


_ Conventions 


Expert Upholds His Own 
4-5 No Trump Against 
Blackwood. 


By Ely Culbertson 


HERE has been a great deal of 
T discussion over the relative mer: 

its of the two outstanding slam 
conventions—the Culbertson 4-5 no 
trump and the Blackwood. Until 
the advent of the latter, the 4-5 no 
trump convention stood unchal- 
lenged (except by asking bids) as 
the surest and easiest guide to 
slams. In the last couple of years, 
however, the Blackwood convention 
has gained great popularity, so that 
today I imagine about half the 
users of any slam convention é¢m- 
play Blackwood and the other half 
the Culbertson 4-5 no trump. 
I recognized the popularity and 
inherent value of the Blackwood by 
incorporating it as an “alternative” 
in the Culbertson system. But I am 
not, by any means, convinced that 
it is as good as the older conven- 
tion. Undoubtedly it has the virtue 
of simplicity, and it is for this 
reason, I think, that it has become 
so popular. But, By the same token, 
no one can call the 4-5 no trump 
convention complicated. My objec-

After being assured of strong spade 
support in the North hand, South 
naturally wants to investigate a 
slam and, to that end, asks about 
his partner’s aces by bidding four 
no trump. North, religiously fol- 
lowing the Blackwood system an- 
swers with five diamonds to show 
that he holds one ace (five clubs 
would show no aces; five hearts, 
two aces; five spades, three aces). 
But notice that this information 
(that North hold an ace) does 
South absolutely no good; indeed, it 
leaves him in a frightful dilemma. 
If North’s ace is the heart ace, the 
opponents may easily take the first 
two tricks in the club suit. If 
North’s ace is the club ace, it is 
extremely probable that South will 
be able to win all 13 tricks. Thus, 
from South’s point of view, after 
getting the “favorable” news that 
North has an ace, there is a ter- 
rific guess whether the combined 
hands will make a grand slam or 
only five-odd. It goes without say- 
ing, I-think, that anyone holding 


{South's hand will not be able to re- 


sist the temptation to try for at 
least a small-slam and, admittedly, 
if he is lucky in the opening lead, 
that is,-if West chooses a heart 
lead instead of a club, 13 tricks be- 
come a laydown. 

But there are a great many play- 
ers, myself among them, who do 
not like to have our slam contracts 
at the complete mercy of the op- 
ponents and their opening leads. 
We decline to lose a laydown game 
by bidding a slam which will be 
beaten immediately if West takes it 
into his head to open from a king 
instead of a queen. Hence, we pre- 
fer a convention which discovers, 
not only whether or not partner has 
an ace, but if he has, whether or 
not it will be of value. Obviously 
enough, the Culbertson 4-5 no 
trump convention does discover just 
that. If the four no trump bid in 
the above sequence is the Culbert- 
son convention, North’s proper re- 
sponse is five hearts, to show spe- 
cifically the heart ace. And now, 
as South we are duly warned that 
a slam contract is on very shaky 
ground, with two potential club 
losers.

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 19. 
HE good old Hollywood army 
T is on the march again. Or if 
not exactly on the march, at 
busses—followed by trucks loaded 
with box lunches and hot coffee— 
to certain handy locations to chron- 
icle the exploits of a battle unit 
whose history and traditions are 
famous in the United States. 
The picture is “The Fighting 
69th” and the stars who head the 
all-male cast are James Cagney, 
George Brent and Pat O’Brien, a 
pretty good Irish trio who might, 
age permitting, make up an easily 
publicized backfield for a Notre 
Dame football film if war was not 
in the Hollywood air at the mo- 
ment, 

An unusual thing about this 
“Fighting 69th” is that it will, with 
one or two exceptions, portray liv- 
ing men or men who have so re- 
cently departed this life that their 
personalities and accomplishrhents 
remain vivid on the surface of 
minds of men who knew them well 
or briefly. 


For “The Fighting 69th” is a 
story concerning the old Sixty-ninth 
Regiment of the New York Na- 
tional Guard, which became the 
165th Infantry Regiment of the 
Rainbow Division during World 
War No.1. This was the outfit led 
so well by Col. William J.—better 
known as Wild  Bill—Donovan. 
Wild Bill is very much alive today. 
Considerably tamer, we dare say, 
than he was in 1918 and a bit 
grayer, too, as befits his present 
position as a big corporation law- 
yer in New York. 


George Brent will play Col. Don- 
ovan. Pat O’Brien, who has played 
priests before, will portray Father 
Francis Patrick Duffy, chaplain of 
the old Sixty-ninth and senior chap- 
lain of the Rainbow Division. 
Father Duffy, heaven rest his soul, 
died seven years ago and a statue 
of him stands at Broadway and 
Forty-seventh street in New York. 

Joyce Kilmer, that tender poet, 
was a member of the 69th and will 
be presented in the picture, too. We 
knew Joyce well. Worked with 
him on the New York Times almost 
up to the day he sailed for France 
in an ill-fitting uniform and carry- 
ing a gun which was strange to 
him. He did not want to kill a 
German or anyone—or anything 
else. Quiet and reserved, he was 
‘a splendid fellow who went to his

doom because he saw his duty. He 
was killed while reconnoitering for

At one time Voss actually did have 
his own army, some 600 World War 
veterans capable of any sort of 
drill, Studios needing soldiers 
would call him any night and next 
morning he’d deliver to the casting 
office gates as many troopers as 
they wished, ready for duty in the 
French Foreign Legion, the Con- 
federate or the Union armies, Brit- 
ish Empire service, or whatever. 
The Screen Actors Guild, Central’ 
Casting and other such regulatory 
organizations have changed this. 
Now Central Casting calls the men, 
and each soldier-extra must be a 
member of the Guild, but _ still 
they’re men who can “march and 
drill,” as the call sheets specify. 
But Voss still gives the orders and 
directors bow to him in matters of 
tactical points. 


Production of the picture opened 
spectacularly on one of the most 
intricate, and incidentally danger- 
ous, “break away” sets built Holly- 
wood recently. A “break away” 
set is one on which some violent 
action will take place: an earth- 
quake—such as in “The Sisters”’— 
a flood or storm at sea—‘“The Hur- 
ricane.” This setting was the dark 
and cavernous interior of a large 
dugout, presumably 40 feet under 
the secondary lines, up in the 
Luneville sector early in March, 
1918. 


The tragic incident pictured in 
the opening shot of the production 
was one that actually did take 
place in that sector at that time; 
a bombardment by heavy German

It is not generally realized how 

many scientific studies have been 

made on the effect of noise on 

human health and efficiency.

The 

shock of sound waves coming from 

high explosives and the discharge 

of large guns so affected the brain 

that it produced death. 

This gives a scientific verifica- 
tion of the climax of Dorothy L. 
Sayers’ detective story, The Nine 
Tailors, in which a man was killed, 
when he was imprisoned in a 
church belfry, by the mere peal- 
ing of the chimes. Dr. Donald A. 
Laird, who has done so much in 
practical psychology, has proved 
that experienced typists expend 19 
per cent more calories of bodily 
energy when working in an un- 
quieted office, probably because the 
noisy office caused a tenseness of 
all their muscles. He found that 
high-pitched soprano voices are the 
most annoying. Low-pitched rum- 
bles, however, are a close second, 
Digestion is affected by noise, 
Noises slightly louder than the hue 
man voice interfere with the secre- 
tion of saliva and depress the con- 
traction of the human. stomach, 
The process of digestion “after « 
test meal is measured by withdrawe 
ing a sample of the stomach con- 
tents. Noises louder than ordinary 
conversation retard the secretion of 
the stomach juices. 

Muscles contract automatically 
in less than one ten-thousandth of 
a second after a whistle has been 
blown; whether the person is ex- 
pecting the whistle makes no dif- | 
ference. 

Pressure of the brain jumps to 
four times normal when an inflat- 
ed paper bag is exploded. 

Much of this may be stopped, 
especially in places where efficien- 
cy work is being carried on, by 
the use of insulating material. 
Noise reduction is quite as imporm 
tant as illumination and ventila- 
tion in a modern office. 


Baked Ham With Apples

prizes!” 

Also, Bulwer’s “Fool me no fools,” 
Ford’s “Front me no fronts,” and 
Dryden’s “Madam me no madam” 
and “Midas me no Midas.” 

Shakespeare tried it twice, each 
time with a double dose, essaying, 
without success to make take 
“grace me no grace, nor uncle me 
no uncle” and “Thank me no 
thanks, nor proud me no prouds”; 
while Ben Johnson’s “O me no O’s” 
fails to stir the recollection. 

Henry Fielding had three goes at 
it with his “Map me no maps,” “Pe- 
tition me no petitions” and “But me 
no buts,” the last in his play “Rape 
upon Rape.” Published in 1780 and 
long since forgotten, being the only 
one that registered with the pop- 
ular fancy, to acquire common 


usage.
